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Graves  Ends  28-year  Link  With  SFA 


Head  football  coach  Lynn  Graves  resigned  yesterday  follow- 
ing an  announcement  that  his  contract  would  not  be  renewed  at  the 
end  of  the  season. 

Graves,  in  his  third  year  as  head  coach  turned  down  an  offer 
to  continue  to  coach  the  Lumberjacks  through  the  remainder  of  this 
season. 

According  to  Men's  Athletic  Director  Steve  McCarty,  defen- 
sive coordinator  Phil  Bounds  will  direct  the  team  through  the 
remainder  of  the  1991  schedule. 

Bounds  is  in  his  second  year  as  Lumberjack  defensive 
coordinator  and  his  third  season  on  the  SFA  staff.  He  came  to  SFA 
after  two  seasons  as  defensive  coordinator  at  Trinity  Valley  Commu- 
nity College  and  six  years  at  Colorado  State  University,  as  defensive 
coordinator. 

Prior  to  joining  Colorado  State,  Bounds  spent  two  seasons  as 
an  assistant  coach  at  The  University  of  Texas  at  Austin.  He  also 
coached  at  the  high  school  level.  Bounds  holds  a  bachelor's  and  a 
master's  degrees  from  Northeast  Louisiana  University. 

Prior  to  the  upset  victory  over  Sam  Houston  State  Universtiy, 
the  Jacks  had  beaten  only  an  NAIA  opponent,  University  of  Arkan- 
sas-Monticello,  before  losing  six  consecutive  games  this  season. 
Following  the  Sam  Houston  game,  the  Lumberjacks  were  in  last 
place  in  the  Southland  Conference  with  three  conference  games 
remaining.  The  lost  the  remaining  three. 

Announcement  of  the  coaching  change  was  made  right 
away  "in  the  best  interests  of  the  university  and  so  as  not  to  lose 
time  in  the  recruiting  season,"  said  McCarty. 

The  search  for  a  replacement  "will  begin  immediately,"  Vice 
President  for  University  Affairs  Dr.  Baker  Patillo  said. 

Graves,  a  native  of  Carthage,  began  his  career  at  SFA  28 
seasons  ago  as  a  player  and  became  a  three-year  letterman  for  the 
Jacks  as  an  offensive  guard  from  1962-65.  Since  then  Graves  has 
been  a  graduate  assistant  coach,  assistant  coach,  defensive  coordina- 
tor and  assistant  head  coach  before  becoming  SFA's  14th  head  coach 
following  the  1988  season. 

In  his  first  season  as  head  coach,  the  Jacks  won  their  first 
outright  conference  title  in  school  history  by  winning  the  1989 
Southland  Conference  championship.  He  became  the  first  SFA 
coach  to  take  his  team  to  the  I-AA  title  game.  Last  season  the  Jacks 


posted  a  1-10  record. 

Graves  said  there  was  some  opposition  when  he  took  over 
and  he  believes  it's  the  same  opposition  that  cost  him  his  job. 

"I  was  caught  in  some  circumstances,"  Graves  said.  "Some- 
body up  there  (Board  of  Regents)  didn't  like  what  I  was  doing." 

"A  number  of  people  felt  we  needed  to  bring  in  a  new 
football  coach  to  push  the  program  forward,"  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  Kelly  Jones  said.  "It  is  a  dark  day  for  Kelly  Jones  and  a 
dark  day  for  SFA  but  sometimes  decisions  have  to  be  made  in  order 
to  go  forward." 

Graves  spoke  to  the  team  at  practice  after  meeting  with  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

"I  told  them  they  have  come  a  long  way  and  not  to  let  this 
destroy  what's  happened  so  far,"  Graves  said. 

"I  am  going  out  after  defeating  the  No.  5  team  in  the 
nation,"  Graves  said. 

Graves  said  the  character  of  this  team  will  continue  to 
show.  He  said  whoever  gets  this  team  is  going  to  end  up  with  a 
good  team  down  the  road. 

"We're  upset  we  lost  a  great  man  and  a  great  coach," 
quarterback  Mike  Goddard,  Allen  sophomore  said. 

"As  far  as  the  team,  our  objective  is  to  win  the  remaining 
games,"  Robert  Sparks,  Richardson  senior  said."  "I  was  close  to 
coach  Graves.  He  made  me  a  better  person  and  a  better  player."

Update:  John  Pearce  was  named  new  head  football  coach  for  the 
SFA  Lumberjacks.  Coach  Pearce  came  to  SFA  from  Texas  A&M. 
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SFA  Receives  $1.9  million  Federal  Grant 


SFA  has  received  a  $1.9  million  federal  grant  from  the  Office 
of  Substance  Abuse  Prevention  in  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  in  order  to  further  the  battle  against  drug  and 
alcohol  abuse  in  the  Nacogdoches  community. 

U.  S.  Sen.  Phil  Gramm  visited  the  University  Sunday  to 
award  the  grant  and  to  discuss  the  role  of  the  University  and  the 
community  in  this  program.  The  grant  will  involve  a  cooperative 
effort  between  the  University  and  the  Nacogdoches  community 
under  a  Community  Coalition  Partnership  Program. 

"Only  now  are  we  learning  to  use  our  great  universities.  We 
once  viewed  universities  as  isolated  places  people  go  to  learn,"  said 
Sen.  Gramm.  "I 'm  convinced  that  universities  are  capable  of  doing 
more.  They  are  capable  of  being  engines  for  economic  development. 

"We  now  have  a  university  in  a  community  that  is  taking 
community  leadership." 

University  President  Donald  E.  Bowen  said  a  drug  and 
alcohol  free  atmosphere  is  essential  to  the  University,  and  the 
college  cannot  exist  isolated  from  the  community. 

"This  University  will  continue  to  work  as  hard  as  it  can  to  be 
a  part  of  the  community,"  said  Dr.  Bowen. 

Sen.  Gramm  emphasized  the  importance  of  bringing  the 
whole  effort  together  in  the  community.  "I  really  believe  that  here 
today  we're  focusing  on  a  real  piece  of  the  puzzle.  That  is  the 
education  part,"  he  said. 

"The  federal  government  is  trying  to  find  a  way  to  bring 
people  together  to  find  their  own  solution." 

Nacogdoches  Mayor  Judy  MacDonald  said  the  coalition  will 
be  an  umbrella  group  for  the  city.  "The  problem  was  not  going  to  be 
solved  in  Washington.  It  was  not  going  to  be  solved  in  Austin.  It's 
going  to  be  solved  in  Nacogdoches,"  she  said. 

Programs  will  be  designed  and  organized  by  Dr.  Bruce 
Payette,  associate  professor  of  counseling  and  special  educational 
programs.  Dr.  Payette  has  been  reassigned  and  will  be  relieved  of 
his  teaching  duties  for  five  years  in  order  to  organize  the  program. 

The  University  is  responsible  for  administering  the  funds, 
and  a  community  coalition,  formed  by  various  local  groups  and 
businesses,  has  been  established  to  carry  out  the  programs. 

"The  fact  is  this  money  is  entrusted  to  us  to  work  together 
with  various  community  groups  and  the  city  to  solve  common 
problems  related  to  alcohol  and  dmg  abuse,"  said  Dr.  Payette. 

The  goal  of  the  program  is  to  reduce  the  abuse  of  alcohol 
and  drugs  on  a  community  wide  basis.  Dr.  Payette  said  it  is  not  a 
treatment  grant. 
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"It  is  designed  to  help  the  community  work  together 
through  education,  public  awareness  and  life-coping  skills,"  he  said. 
"It  will  provide  alternatives  for  alcohol  and  drug  use." 

Dr.  Payette's  group  will  be  a  central  clearinghouse  for 
representatives  to  "find  out  what  needs  to  be  done." 

Dr.  Payette  plans  to  combine  good  projects  with  good  kids 
and  have  youth  and  adult  groups  pledge  time  to  the  program. 

He  hopes  to  implement  a  program  with  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  which  will  include  bringing  troubled  high  school  students 
to  area  businesses  and  allowing  them  to  spend  time  with  the  own- 
ers. 

"People  would  rather  be  normal  than  healthy,"  he  said.  "Our 
message  would  be  it's  normal  to  get  up,  get  an  education  and  go  to 
work." 

Dr.  Payette  said  this  will  be  a  grass-roots  effort  to  combat 
substance  abuse.  "We  have  to  look  at  grass-roots  people,"  he  said. 
"We  will  make  the  assumption  there  are  bright  intelligent  people 
who  could  contribute. 

"It  is  important  to  develop  a  talent  pool  of  community 

people." 

The  program  will  also  be  responsible  for  developing  com- 
munity leaders.  Four  four-year  scholarships  will  be  given  to  individu 
als  selected  for  assistance.  The  recipients  will  be  required  to  work 
for  the  program  at  least  10  hours  per  week. 

"At  the  end,  they  will  get  their  bachelor's  degree  and  will 
have  worked  for  four  years  in  our  office.  They  now  have  the  cred- 
ibility to  lead  in  the  community,"  said  Dr.  Payette. 

"By  helping  some  people  achieve  a  level  of  success,  we  will 
generate  enthusiasm  among  people." 

"Working  together  and  taking  pride  in  their  school  or 
community,  that's  the  way  people  ought  to  be  living,"  said  Dr. 
Payette. 

"We  don't  have  all  the  answers  but  on  a  day-to-day  basis, 
we're  coming  up  with  the  pieces  to  the  puzzle."

Beta 
Alpha  Psi,  SFA's  local  accounting  fraternity,  won  the  National 
Beta  Alpha  Psi  Superior  Chapter  Award  for  the  third  year  in 
a  row.  More  than  200  national  chapters  competed.  The  local 
chapter  was  awarded  two  $500  scholarships.

Dr.  Betty  Johnson,  the  chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Administrative  Services,  believes  the  faculty  are  "  well  quali- 
fied, committed  to  helping  students,  and  active  in  both 
student  and  professional  organizations."

This  year,  the  department 
revised  its  entire  undergraduate  curriculum.  Many  existing 
courses  were  revised  and  combined  with  other  classes 
earmarked  for  deletion.  About  12  courses  were  added  to  the 
department's  course  inventory.

Dr.  Jon  Wink,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Art,  continues 
to  work  on  improving  the  department.  Within  the  past  two 
years,  the  gallery  program  has  undergone  a  renaissance 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Eloise  Adams  -  the  new  gallery 
director.

Dr.  Wayne  Boring 


Dr.  Wayne  Boring,  the  chairman  of  the  Chemistry  Depart- 
ment, states  that  the  Chemistry  Department  maintains  a  good 
track  record  of  producing  quality  students.  "At  the  present 
time,  all  of  our  former  students  who  want  to  work  are 
employed,"  Boring  says.  "They  report  that  they  enjoy  job 
security  and  satisfaction."  One  reason  for  the  department's 
successful  turnout,  Boring  says,  is  because  "students  receive 
a  considerable  amount  of  individual  attention  and  special 
instruction  with  chemical  instrumentation."  Dr.  Boring  be- 
lieves there  will  be  a  shortage  of  chemists  in  this  country.  He 
says  chemists  can  expect  to  earn  higher  starting  salaries  and 
find  more  job  opportunities  in  industry,  education,  and 
government.  With  donations  from  Texas  Eastman,  Polysar, 
Union  Carbide,  the  Chemistry  Department  has  been  able  to 
upgrade  its  library  and  its  instrumentation.  In  the  near  future, 
Dr.  Boring  plans  to  obtain  more  grants  and  contracts  for 
students,  build  a  new  wing  on  the  Chemistry  Building,  and 
provide  analytical  services  for  the  university  and  the  sur- 
rounding community. 
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Department  of  Communication 


Dr.  Robert  Ramsey 


Dr.  Robert  Ramsey,  Chairman  of  the  Communication  De- 
partment, says  the  faculty  places  "teaching  first  and  research 
second  rather  than  the  other  way  around."  He  said  course 
instruction  in  the  department  is  geared  toward  job  skills  and 
is  enhanced  by  laboratories  equipped  with  communication 
technologies.

Brophy  named 
interim  president 
after  Bowen  fired 


Members  of  the  SFA  community  returned  for  the  Spring 
Semester  to  find  a  major  change  in  university  administration. 
Dr.  Donald  E.  Bowen,  SFA's  fifth  president,  was  fired  in  mid- 
December  after  nearly  six  hours  of  deliberation  by  members 
of  the  University's  Board  of  Regents  meeting  in  closed  session. 

A  statement  released  by  the  board  gave  no  specific  reason 
for  Dr.  Bowen's  termination,  saying  only  that  the  move  was  "in 
the  best  interests  of  the  University."  The  called  meeting  began 
immediately  after  Fall  Commencement. 

The  board  named  Dr.  William  J.  Brophy,  dean  of  the  School 
of  Liberal  Arts  since  1986,  as  interim  president.  Dr.  Brophy  told 
a  local  newspaper  he  felt  good  about  taking  the  position  and 
that  he  hoped  he  could  proceed  with  the  primary  mission  of 
the  University,  which  is  to  educate  students.  A  graduate  of 
North  Texas  State  University  and  Vanderbilt  University,  he 
began  teaching  history  at  SFA  in  1964.  He  is  characterized  by 
Dr.  Edward  Gaston,  retired  vice  president  for  academic  affairs, 
as  "very  energetic  and  very  dedicated  to  academic  ideals." 

Dr.  Bowen's  firing  came  on  the  heels  of  several  weeks  of 
rumor  and  speculation  that  a  change  was  in  the  works.  His 
final  act  as  president  was  conferring  degrees  at  graduation 
ceremonies,  where  he  received  a  standing  ovation  from 
students  and  faculty.  Earlier  in  the  week,  both  the  SFA  Faculty 
Senate  and  Student  Government  Association  had  passed 
resolutions  giving  the  president  a  vote  of  confidence.
